Aeronauts Without Ballast 
Face Death During 
St. Paul Race.

ST. PAUL, Minn., July 20.—While the) 
~ balloon race of Saturday was a failure 


as far as distances covered were con- 
cerned, it excelled any previous aero- 
nautic event ins America in the thrilling 
experiences it furnished for the occu- 
pants of the huge gasbags. 

How his monster balloon, the United 
States, which was a participant in the 


St. Louis races last October, hounced 
in the air like a huge rubber ball from 
a height of 8000 feet to the ground, then 
back into the air egain, at a terrific 
speed, was described today by Pilot A. 
E. Mueller.

“pag Up 8000 Feet, 
“With W. G. Shepherd, my assistant,”’ 


said SR ‘“‘we had an up-and-down 
journey for 50 miles in the first hour. 
Then we began to sink rapidly on a 


: ] mm_eteal srove of trees. We had no ballast 
. left and our drag rope began to. catch 


in-the tree tops. I ordered Shepherd to 
throw out all the drinking»water and I 
unfastened the drag rope. It was ¢rash- 
ing from tree to tree, and the next time 
it caught I dropped it. 

“We then shot up 8000 feet. We went 
faster than we did when we arose from 
Lake Michigan July 5. So rapid was 
the rise that the gas, sO poor that it 
looked like smoke, , Was forced out 
through the lower neck of the bag. 

I was afraid to tie the neck for fear 
the bag would explode. At 8000 feet we 
took off our coats, in spite of the in- 
tense cold, knowing that we would have 
to use them as ballast when we began 
our 8000-foot drop. 


Drop At Terrific Speed.. 
“Then we dropped downward at a 


terrific speed. We had no sand left. 


When I threw out salt which we car- 
ried in a sack, it fell on top of the 


' balloon bag, which showed that we fel} 
' faster than the salt did. A paper which 


we threw out rushed upward, it seemed, 
at a terrific speed. 

“When 300 feet from the ground we 
threw out everything we could lay our 
hands on, revolvers, food, clothes, shoes 
and papers. We struck hard. The 
balloon bounded about 300 feet to the 
other side of a fleld and I ripped open 
the bag with the rip cord.” 


Impossible to Stay in Air. 

The aeronauts who participated in the 
face were disgusted because of their 
failure to make long distances. They 
unanimously blame the heavy gas with 
which the balloons werg inflated. It 


~lacked buoyancy, and the aeronauts de- 


clare it was impossible to keep their ba}- 
loons in the air. 

Charlies A. Coey piloting the Chi- 
Cago, made the longest flight, landing 
at Blooming Prairie, Minn., 73 miles 
from §St. Paul. The Pommern, Dr. 
Julian Thomas, pilot, made only 62 miles 
to Warsaw, Minn. 

The others made the following dis- 


' tances: America, 59 iniles; United-States, 


6&5 miles; King Edward, 24 miles. 

Coey declares his balloon was the vic- 
iim of a “circular wind.” He says that 
before landing he believed he was in 
the vicinity of Lake Michigan. During 
his @light he sighted the Pommern sail- 
ing southwest. 

Coey characterizes (the Minneapolis 
gas as abominable for ballooning pur- 
poses. He wants to race the Pommern 
from Chicago on Labor day.

Will of Granite City Founder 
Provides for College 
Building.

Annual Payment of $20,000 
Provided and House Is 
Gift to Her. 


The will of the late W. F. Niedring- 
haus, founaer of Granite City, was 
filed for probate Monday. The value 
of the estate is not given or estimated 
in the will. The will provides that a 
trust company be formed to be known 
as the W. F. Niecringhaus Trust Co., 
to manage the estate. The directors 
‘of this trust compafhy are to be the 
sons—George W., Albert W., Oliver B. 
and Lee I. Niedringhaus—and they are 
to select by lot one of their brothers- 
in-law to serve as the fifth director. 

The trust company is to give first to 
the* widow, Mary, the Niedringhaus 
homestead at 6105 Lindell boulevard, 
and its stable, horses, automobiles and 
household goods and is to pay her a 
yearly income of $20,000. 

Bequest toe College Made. 

The son, George, is given 260 ,shares 
in the National Enameling, and Stamp- 
ing Works, valued at $25,000. 

Central Wesleyan College of Warren- 
ton, Mo., is given $10,000 with which a 
building is to be erected to be known as 
the Niedringhaus Building. 

The balance of the estate is to be 
managed by the trust company and the 
profits are to be divided among the ll 
children, who, besides the four sons 
named as trustees, are Mrs. Lida West, 
Mrs. Jeanette Orthwein, Mrs. Maud 
Young, Mrs. Lucille N. Drew, Miss Irene 
Niedringhaus and Mrs. Lint Papin. 

Georgé and Albert Niedringhaus, sons, 
are named as executers of the will. 

The estate consists mostly of stock in 
the National Enameling and tSamping 
Works in Granite City, Tll., and of. real 
estate in Granite City and St. Louis.

Former Trunk Merchant 
Leaves Farewell Notes and 
Cash at Bedside. 


NAMES AN EXECUTOR 


Door of Wood’s Room Is Bro- 
ken ‘Open When Other 
Roomers Are Suspicious. 


After writing a leter to his sister, 
naming the man whom he wished to act 
as side of his estate, and placing 
checks and money aggregating nearly 
$600 on a table at his bedside, where 
they would readily 
Wood, 62 years old, connected one end 
of a rubber tube with a gas jet, placed 
the other end in his mouth and opened 
the tap. 

He was found dead in his room at 
the home of Mrs. W. C. Richards, 4532 


Cook avenue, at 2:30 a. m. Monday. 
Dr. H. L. Galoway, 1232 North ‘Taylor 
avenue, said life had been extinct 
several hours. 

Fails, but Pays Debts. 

Recently Mr. Wood failed in the trunk 
business in St. Louis, and for two 
months he struggled to pay off his ob- 
ligations. 

He had completed this task and had 
a balafice to his credit, but he felt he 
was too old to embark in business 
again. Rather than be dependent on 
others for a chance to make a living 
he killed himself, his friends believe. 

A note found on the table Yr ad: 
“Please notify “Mr. John A. Meisel. 
I want him to be executor of my will. 
I am not fitted for business like I used 
to. be.”’ 

A sealed letter was addressed to his 
sister, Mrs. David A. Harper, 612 Green 
street, Brooklyn, N. Y. It has been 
forwarded to hery : 

Wood until recently was in the trunk 
business at 1545 North Seventh street. 
He met reverses there and ent@red the 
employ of Herkert & Meisel, 608 Wash- 
ington avenue, of which John A. Meisel 
is president. 

He was regarded as a good salesman, 
and was not known to be dissatisfied 
in his new position. 

Checks Beside His Bed. 

Two checks drawn in his favor were 
found on the table beside him. These 
indicated that poverty could not have 
been the motive. 

One of these, for $297.33, was signed 
by the T. L. Horn Trunk Co., and the 
other, for $228.84, was signed by W. F. 
Herkert, treasurer of the St. Louis 
Trunk Hardware Manufacturing Co. 

Besides these checks there was $54.85 in 
cash. 

Wood was unmarried and so far as 
known had no relatives in St. Leuis. 

Other roomers at his home broke down 
the door when they smelled the escap- 
ing gas. 

John A. Meisel, chosen by Wood as his 
executor, is out of town. 

“Mr. Wood transacted most of his 
business through Mr. Meisel,’” said 
Frederick Herkert, secretary of the 
Harkert &@Meisel Trunk Co. ‘‘He had 
a pretty bad failure, but he paid off 
every dollar and I can’t see why he 
killed himself. He came from the East 
about four years ago.”’

WASHINGTON, July 20.—The average 
wages per hour in 1907 were 3.7 per cent 
higher than in 1906, the regular hours 
of labor per week were .4 per cent lower 
than 199% and the number of employes 
in the establishments investigated was 
1 per cent greater than in 1906, | 

These are some of the facts of inter- 
est in a statement issued by the Bureau 
of Labor as the result of an investiga- 
tion of the principal wage-earning occu- 
pations in 4169 establishments, represent- 
ing the principal manufacturing and 
mechanical industries of the country. 
The article {is entitled ‘“‘Rates of Wages 
and Retail Prices of .Food, 1890 to 1907.” 

Price of Food Advances, 

Investigations covering the sales of 1014 





| dealers in 68 localities show that the re- 


tail prices of 30 principal articles of 
food, according to consumption in repre- 
sentative workingmen’s fandvlies, were 
4.2 per cent higher in 1907 than in 1906. 
As the advance in retail prices from 1906 
to 1907 was greater than the advance in 
wages per hour, the purchase power of 
an hour’s wages, as measured by food, 
was slightly less in 1907 than in 1906, the 
decrease being one-half of one per cent. 

The average hourly wages in 1907 were 
higher than in any other year of the 
18-year period from 1890 to 1907, and more 
than 2 per cent higher than the aver- 
age in any year from 1890 to 1900. As 
compared in each case with the average 
for the 10-year period, 1890 to 1899, the 
average hourly wages in 1907 were 23.8 
per cent higher, the number of employes 
44.4 per cent greater and the average 
hours of labor per week 5 per cent 
lower. 

The average price of food in 1907 was 
higher than in any other year In the 18- 
year period. ‘ihe average price of 
principal articles, according to fam.iy 
consumption of the various articles, 
was 20.6 per cent high@ in 1907 than 
the average price for the 10 years 1890 
to 1899. Compared with the average for 
the same 10-year period, the purchasing 
power of an hour’s wages in 1907 was 
6.8 per cent greater. 

The increase in the average hourly 
wages in 1907 over 1906 was quite gener, 
occurring in # of the 41 industries in- 
vestigated. The greatest "increase was 
in the manufacture of cotton goods, 
where the average wages per hour in 
1907 were 12.9 per cent higher than in 
1906. 

in the manufacture of paper and wood 
pulp the increase was 10.1 per cent, in 
eight other industries the increase was 
& per cent, and in 99 industries less then 
5 per cent. 

In one industry, Bessemer steel, there 
was a decrease in wages of 0.9 per cent. 
In the 41 industries, weighed according 
to importance, the increase in wages 
per hour was 3.7 per cent. Of the 9 ar-

Awakened by a policeman early Mon- 
day to find their home at 2918 Marcus 
avenue in flames and escape down the 
stairway cut off by fire and smoke, 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter Powell climbed 
through a window to an upstairs porch, 
andthe husband, by making a rope of 
bedclothes, lowered his wife through 
the #moke to policemen waiting below. 

Policeman Borgess, passing the two- 
story brick residence of the Powells 
at 3:15 a. m., saw smoke issuing from 
doors and windows and flames ap- 
parently running from the floor up the 
wall of the parlor. , 

‘Policeman Awakens Them. 

Borgess pounded on the door and rang 
thé bell, finally awakening Powell and 
his ‘wife, who were the only occuparits 
of the house.

After Hazel’s body had been taken to 
the undertaker’s room at Averill Park, 
her clothing was removed and made 
into a parcel and taken to the District 
Attorney's office in Troy. There it has 
since remained and I do nct think that 
it has been twice examined by the 
county officials who are at work on the 
case. It must be remembered that Hazel 
Was 4@ neat and fastidious person. 
Handkerchief in the Water. 
There were found at Teals Pond a 


‘black wire frame hat, adorned with two 


long black ostrich tips; a pair of badly 
soiled black kid gloves, wrist length: 
two hatpins and a handkerchief. The 
hat and gloves lay on the bank, the 
kerchief was floating in the water. 

On the body were, first of all, two 
large black combs’in the hair and a 
“rat’’ over which she had combed her 
pompadour. The hair was very yellow 
and very fluffy. She wore a white shirt 
waist, a corset cover, corsets, white 
cotton underwear, black shoes, black 
stockings, suspender garters and three 
skirts. 

Remember, the thermometer at that 
time ranged above ninety and this gir! 
was found with three skirts—a medium 
weight black cloth skirt, a heavy winter 
weight, black, silk wunderskirt and a 
heavy, well-starched white underskirt. 

There was no undervest or undershirt 
on the body. The corsets were next to 
the flesh. Six safety pins were attached 
to these garments, and two more such 
pins were found on the bank of the 
pond. Hazel Drew, we know, was not 
the sort of girl to adapt herself to the 
lazy use of safety pins. 

The corset cover is the one garment, 
however, that has a near relation to the 
crine. This particular corset cover, 
Which is really a low-necked, white 
whist, was lace-trimmed around the 
bust and shoujders, had three buttons at 
the front and was tied at the waist with 
a white tape. Extending through the 
embroidery around the bust was shirred 
a pink silk ribbon a quarter of an inch 
wie and strong enough to hang a man. 
This garment was bought by Hazel at 
Freer's department store, Third and 
Fuiton streets, Troy, as also were her 
corset, shirtwaist and skirts. 

At Freer'’s I found the young woman 
who, for three years, had sold Haze] 
her corsets and corset covers. I pur- 
ehased a duplicate cover of the same 
design and asked the young lady to put 
it on over her shirtwaist. This done, 
the garment was tied normally with the 


‘pink ribbon in the center of the chest, 


between the breasts. 


Testimony of Physician. 

The testimony of Dr. E. B. Boyce of 
Averill Park, the physician who first 
examined the body and performed the 
autopsy, will be that the corset cover 
wae drawn up about the neck and the 
pink silk tape or ribbon was tied tightly 
under the chin, causing strangulation 
and death. 

Turning again to the young saleslady 
at Freer's, I requested her to draw up 
the corset cover and tie the ribbon under 
her chin. 3 

“©, sir, it cannot be done,” she said. 
“Tt catches at the armpit and the only 
way to accomplish it would be to tear 
or rip the garment several thches under 
each arm.” 

A trial justified her statement. I then 
hastened back to the District Attorney's 
office and examined the corset cover 
féunad on the body of Hazel Drew... To 


my surprise, it had been torn Into sev- 


eral parts and each had been raggedly 
and roughly torn, not merely ripped, 
from the armpit to the walst. 

«Here, then, Was actual proof that Ha- 
gel Drew was strangied at a time when 
she was not wearing her shirtwaist.

HILL SAYS IT 1S TIME FOR

Diplomat Asserts Government’s 
Business Should Be on High 


Moral Plane. 
BERLIN, July 20.—Dr. David Jayne 


Hill, the new United States ambassador 
to Germany, has startled old-fashioned 
European diplomatists by publishing an 
article in the Neue Revue, which ap- 
peared today, on the relations between 
morality and diplomacy. He declares 
that diplomacy can succeed only by fol- 
lowing moral methods. 

“The time has gone forever when in- 
telligent men accepted the definition of 
an ambassador as a clever diplomat who 
is sent abroad to lie for his fatherland,” 
Dr. Hill writes. ‘“‘Diplomatic success can- 
not in the long run be achieved by 
dishonorable methods. This truth is rec- 
ognized at last.’’ 

He pleads for the elevation of inter- 
national relations to a higher plane by 
the conduct of international affairs on 
those moral and ethical lines which 
honorable men follow in their private 
affairs.

Little Likelihood of Fight 
Being Made Against 
Reconsideration.

Former Absentee or Opponent 
of Measure May Make 
Needed Motion.

Friends of the utilities bill are hope- 
ful that the Council will reverse itself 
Tuesday and pass the measure as it 
stands. 

Councilman John J. O’Brien, who 
voted against the amendments added to 
the bill in the House of Delegates, is 
confidently expected to ask a recon- 
sideration of the vote. Having accom- 
plished that much, the advocates of the 
measure will be on hand in sufficient 
strength to assure the amendments the 
requisite majority. 

Too much importance, it is felt, has 
been attached to the interpretation of 
the rule that only a Councilman who 
voted with the prevailing side can prop- 
erly demand a reconsideration of the 
vote which defeated the amendments. 

The Council’s rules are merely legis- 
lative formalities and not legal necessi- 
ties in the passage or defeat of a bill. 
The legality of a bill is not the parlia- 
mentary procedure of its adoption. 

The Council’s agreement to let Coun- 
cilman Thomson, who was absent a 
week ago, move a_ reconsideration, 
therefore, even in the face of a rule to 
the contrary, would in no wise affect 
the validity of the utilities bill. But 
granting that, the rule is strictly en- 
forced, it is believed there will be no 
difficulty in again reviving‘the amend- 
ments and finally adopting them. 

O’Brien May Ald Reconsideration. 

Whether Thomson is permitted to 

bring about reconsideration or not it 
will come any way. Councilman 
O’Brien, it is believed, will make the 
necessary motion, even if he later 
votes against the amendments, If he 
does that, there will be seven ballots 
—the requisite number—in favor of 
the measure and it will pass. 
At last Tuesday’s meeting Council- 
men Ewing, Hauschulte, Fitzsimmons, 
Cramer, Moellman and President For- 
man supported the bill. That left the 
advocates of a public service com- 
mission one short of a majority. To 
their number Tuesday will be added 
Thomson. 

Allowing. therefore, that Counclil- 
men: Norvell, Crunden and O’Brien 
continue to vote against the amend- 
ments, the bill is safe. 

In the last analysis of the fate of the 
public utilities commission rests on 
either a mere stickling for a relatively 
unimportant rule or, if that barrier is 
not removed, then on O’Brien’s willing- 
ness to waive technicalities and give 
the bill a chance to be accepted or killed 
by a vote that will record the wishes of 
the entire Council. Those who know 
O’Brien say that he does not desire a 
victory gained through mere parlia- 
mentary punctilioucness. 

Disposed to Fight Fairly. 

Councilman Crunden, who is out- 
spokenly and actively hostile to the bill, 
is another member who may be willing 
to let the whole Council be heard in 
the vote and debate on the amendments. 
On a former occasion when the Tower 
Grove grade crossing bill which he es- 
poused warmly was passed, he consented 
to a reconsideration of the vote, know- 
ing that his concession meant defeat 
for his measure. 

Later Mr. Crunden said that he didn’t 
want to win on a quibble, believing that 
men who opposed the bilis in process 
of passage sh ould have an opportunity 
to vote. 

Taking the same ~round in reference 
to the utilities bill, Mr. Crunden might 
vote for a reconsideration of the Coun- 
cii's action last Tuesday. At least it is 
regarded as pretty certain that he will 
throw no obstacle in the way of re- 
consideration.

DIFFERENT IN-ST. LOUIS 





Consumers of Electricity Here 
Not Favored as in Other 
Large Cities. 





The Chicago City Council has passed 
an ordinance which provides that on 
and after July 31, 1908, the Common- 
wealth-Edison Co, shall not be permit- 
ted to charge a gross maximum rate of 
more than 13 cents a kilowatt hour for 
electricity. 

The ordinance also provides that there 
shall be no unlawful or unjust discrim- 
inations in the company’s rates. The 
ordinance hag been accepted by the 
Commonwea!th-Edison Co. | 

St. Louis electrical experts say that 
the Chicago electric light and power 
company is the most ably managed in 
the world. The contrast between the 
Commonwealth-Edison Co. and. the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. in 
St. Louis is shown by the fact that 
Chicago consumers request the com- 
pany to mention them for reference, 
while St. Loulg consumers of practica)- 
ly all classes are dissatisfied and have 
little or no respect for the company or 
its management. 

Policy of Fair Dealing. 
The Public Service Magazine, in a re- 
cent issue, says: 
“The policy of the Commonwealth- 
Edison Co. toward the city of Chicago 
has been one of fair dealing, and fash- 
ioned on the knowledge that the pros- 
perity and growth of one was co-ordi- 
nate with, and to a considerable ex- 
tent, dependent upon the other. he 
courage and independence of the com- 
pany in blazing the trail in the applica- 
tion of many new and uncertain inven- 
tions, notably the Curtis turbo-genera- 
tor, has been of direct benefit to the 
people of Chicago.”’ 
The Chicago company has steadily re- 
duced its rates to consumers, and by 
1909 the proportion of reduction will 
amount to 60 per cent. The last reduc- 
tion is made under the terms of the new 
ordinance. 
St. Louis electrical experts, who are 
familiar with conditions in Chicago, 
say that the company so manages its 
business to make friends of all con- 
sumers, 
The Chicago company recently took 
up the subject of using the Tungsten 
lamp. This lamp, consuming the same 
quantity of electricity as the ordinary 
16-candle power lamp supplied by Union 
Electric, will give three times as much 
light. In other words a 16-candle power 
Tungsten lamp will consume only one- 
third as much electricity as the lamps 
of same candle power supplied by Union 
Electric. 


Lamps High Priced. 
The price of the lamp, on account of 


patents and combines which are closely 
identified with the electric lighting com- 
panies in many cities is almost pro- 
hibitive. The lamps now retail at $1.50 
each, but in New York the electric light 
company is putting them out to con- 
sumers at $1 each. 

The use of the high efficiency lamps 
has not been encouraged in St. Louis, 
for if everybody used them the revenue 
of Union Electric from its lighting de- 
partment would be cut to one-third of 
its present size. 

The Chicago Company, however, is de. 
vising ways of putting the high efficien- 
ey lamps into general use. 

Some St. Louis consumers, at their 
own expense, are equipping their places 
with the new high efficiency lamps in 
order to reduce their light bills: Union 
Electric is said to have threatened to 
rate the new lamps at their candle pow- 
er capacity instead of their consuming 
capacity in order to prevent their in- 
troduction here.

Complain of Treatment. 

St. Louis consumers frequently com- 
plain of the blunt treatment they re- 
ceive at the hands of Union Electric's 
contract department. “Public Service” 
says: 

“The contract department of the Com- 
monwealth company is entirely sepa- 
rate and distinct from the technical or 
operating departments and yet ‘it is 
what might be termed ‘self-contained.’ 

“That is to say, it includes engineer- 
ing experts who are capable of making 
estimates, plans and supervising any 
proposition which is likely to confront 
the department, and who rarely have to 
call in help from other departments. 

‘Some of the solicitors are men of 
thorough technical training and de- 
fined ability. There are two expert fl- 
luminating engineers connected with the 
department, whose services are free to 
customers and prospective customers, 
as are those of the other engineers, 
with relation to power problems and in- 
stallations, wiring, etc.” 

Consumers Badly Treated. 

In St. Louls the contract department 
does not even take the trouble to make 
an inspection of a consumer’s installa- 
tion. 

Its principal objects seems to be to 
get a consumer to sign a contract with 
as high guarantee per lamp as possi- 
ble, and then send around an inspector 
to raise his installation to the highest 
possible notch for the double purpose of 
increasing his minimum monthly guar- 
antee and making his bills larger by 
cutting down his hours’ use discount. 
Post-Dispatch reporters bave found this 
to be true in an almost endiess number 
of cases investigated.

TROLL ASKS IT AGAIN 





He Has Four Republican Op- 
_ponents—Five Democrats 
Seek Same Place. 


———— 





ARRY TROLL, Public Administra- 
tor, is a candidate for renomina- 
tion by the Republican party at 

the primaries to be held Aug. 4. Four 
other Republicans will compete 
him for the nomination. Five Demo- 
crats will contend for the nomination 
for the same office by the Democratic 
party. Delos M. Haskin will be nomi- 
nated on the Socialist ticket by default, 
as he has no opposition. 

Politicians regard the office of Public 
Administrator as the most lucrative 
within the gift of the people of St. 
Louis. It is a fee office and its exact 
revenue cannot be accurately forecast. 
The Public Administrator receives 5 per 
cent of all the property he distributes, 
that is, one-twentieth of the value of 
all the personal property that comes into 
his hands. 

While the amount necessarily varies 
with the size of the estates adminis- 
tered, the office is estimated to pay from 
$20,000 to $25,000 a year. 

During the four years Mr. Troll has 


been in office he has filed no reports 


showing the amount of his fees. In his 
annual statements he has reported only 
the amount of personal property re- 
meining tn his hands for prospective 
distribution. 


Has Overlooked No Fees. 


IS last report filed in January, 
1908, recites that he has personal 
property on hand to the value of 

$526,746.91. Of this he classifies $100,000 
as worthless, leaving $426,746.91 as valu- 
able property. Five per cent of the lat- 
ter amount would give him, for sake of 
fllustration, more than $20,000 

Mr. Troll is serving his first term as 
Public Administrator. He was probably 
the youngest man eyer elected to the 
office, being less than 30 at the time, 
1904. His administration has been char- 
acterized, according to attorneys and 
persons interested in such matters, by a 
marked determination to let no possible 
fee slip away from the Public Admin- 
istrator’s office. His agents have kept 
close watch upon deaths and at times 
have contended with relatives of de- 
ceased persons for management of their 
estates. 


Troll Family in Politics.

R. TROLL is a graduate of the St. 
Mi Louls Law School, a bachelor 
and a popular young man social- 
ly. Politically he belongs to a family 
that has long exerted an influence in 
local Republican matters. His father, 
Henry Troll, was Clerk of the Circuit 
Court.

_ New York's experience with a Public Service 
Commission is encouraging. It is not claimed 
that. the appointment of a commission will work 
an immediate and instantaneous relief for the 
oppressed light consumer, but New York’s ex- 
periénce indicates that a commission exerts an 
" $mmediate influence for good. 

The mere existence of such a body seems to 
beget a noticeable improvement in the conduct 
of public corporations. For instance, it was an- 
mounced the other day at the offices of New 
York’s “Public Service Commission” that all the 
electric light companies in town had waived} 
their provision requiring yearly contracts, and 
that hereafter any applicant for service will be 
able to cancel his contract at three days’ notice. 

In St. Louis, where there is no commission, 

the Union Electric Light and Power Co. threat- 
ens the consumer in insulting terms who ven- 
tures to cancel his side of a long-time contract. 
- In New York, owing to the mere presence of 
a body empowered to “regulate,” four of the 
light companies have aiready consented to waive 
the clause requiring a consumer to pay a mini- 
mum monthly charge, and all the companies 
have substituted a short and simple form of 
contract for the lengthy, complicated and un- 
intelligible contract, such as is required of the 
St. Louis consumer at present.

MR. BRYAN’S APPEAL FOR MONEY. 

For the first time the names of candidates for 
President and Vice-President are signed to an 
appeal for money. 

The impropriety involved would be great in 
any case, no matter in what general terms the 
request was made or with what scrupulous care 
the proceeds were applied. In this instance the 
candidates not only make themselves responsible 
for the appeal, but they elaborate a plan they 
seem to believe will yield a great sum, and they 
are to receive it and disburse it with their own 
hands. 

“There are hundreds of thousands of farmers,” 
say Messrs. Bryan and Kern, “‘who are abundant- 
ly able to contribute to the campaign fund. There 
are thousands who could give $100 apiece without 
feeling it; there are tens of thousands who could 
give $50 apiece without sacrifice and still more 
who could give $25 or $10 or $5. 

If we assume that 500,000 farmers contribute 
the smallest sum named we will have a fund of 
$2,500,000. If 250,000 farmers contribute $10 each 
the result will be the same. If 50,000 farmers 
contribute $100 each the amount received will be 
$5,000,000. Like the mathematics of chicken- 
raising, the possibilities of this enterprise are 
great. No wonder that the candidates, in closing 
their prospectus, ask: “Who will be the first to 
respond?” 

Evidently Mr. Bryan has been led impulsively 
into a serious error. There is no probability 
that his collection scheme will be very produc- 
tive. If by chance it should yield rich returns 
* can hardly fail to involve him in scandal. 
Hanna and Cortelyou disbursed great campaign 
funds.

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THE MAN WHO REALLY LIVES. 

A misquotation of Dr. Osler’s remarks on old 
age gave rise to much foolish discussion. His own 
vigorous usefulness on his sixtieth birthday re- 
futes the generalization attributed to him and 
inspires men nearing the fatal day with courage 
and hope. 

Great work has been done by youngsters of 25 
and by oldsters of 80. The age of best and great- 
est work seems to depend upon individual char- 
acter, physical, moral and mental. Some men 
mature early and decline quickly. Some do not 
reach the high tide of power until late in life. 
Generalization is impossible. Every man is a rule 
unto himself. He is his own rule, which is good 
for no other man. 

The real object should be, not length of days 
but good health for the days that come, be they 
many or few. Life,-extensive in time, is not so 
desirable as life intensive in power and achieve- 
ment, 

There is more life in the 56 years of a Lincoln 
than in the 100 of a man who does nothing but 
get himself recorded in the chronicle as a cen- 
tenarian. 
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In St. Louis County they have set covenbees to 
watch the deputy sheriffs, who-in turn are prob- 
ably looking at the bartender. Here is a pretty 
situation.

What was possible 
to “Satisfied” is possible to “Unsatisfied.” 
* Perhaps for every “Unsatisfied” in the world 
there is a “Satisfied.” A young girl tried to 
drown herself the other morning in Forest Park 
because she was alone and poor and sick and] 
overcome by misery—but there is some kindred 
sufferer who has come out of that same and 
worse darkness Into the light and who can point 
the way gut for her.

The simple moral of these comparisons and 
reflections is that every “Unsatisfied” should 
look for her “Satisfied,” and that every “Satis- 
fied” shoyld look for her “Unsatisfied” to cheer 
and encourage lier with sympathy.

HYDROPHOBIA 


From the Indianapolis News. 





HE press of Chicago says that 
T there is an epidemic of hydropho- 
bia in that city and the health 
authorities will make effective at once 
these rules: Every dog must be muz- 
sled; every dog suspected of hydro- 
phobia must be sent to the Health De- 
partment for examination and treat- 
ment; facilities at the City Dispensary 
are to be increased to treat rabies; the 
staff of dogcatchers and wagons to take 
up all unmuzszlea@ dogs will be increased 
to fit the need. Dr. Keene of this city 
has prepared a muzsling ordinance, the 
adoption of which he is urging upon 
the Council. He has successfully treat- 
ed many cases, and he has issued a 
pamphlet of facts concerning the dis- 
ease which should come to ‘popular 
knowledge. 

The disease may be communicated by 
a rabid human being as well as a rabid 
dog, or by the scratch of an infected 
instrument. Generally it develops, of 
course, from dogs, and its appearance 
in a community previously free from it 
is sometimes so puzzling as to be under- 
stood only when it is known that the 
period of incubation for the disease 
while in most cases from twenty-five to 
thirty-five days may be three or four 
months and sometimes as long as a 
year, so that an infected dog may live 
a year before showing the signs. More 
important it is to realize that the dis- 
ease is not seasonal. It may occur at 
any time. The notion of its develop- 
ment during “dogs days” springs from 
the fact that In very hot weather nerv- 
ous trritation is increased so that the 
disease may then develop more rapidly. 

The thing to do on being bitten by 
any dog is to consult a physician and 
get the Pasteur immunising treatment. 
The next thing to do is to save the dog; 
by no means kill him. He may or may 
not be mad; that can be ascertained if 
he is not killed. But in any case not 
al! persons bitten. by a mad dog are in- 
fected any more than all that may get 
the breath of a tuberculosis person are

MURDERER I 
PRISON KILLS 
HS CELL-MATE 


Life-Termer’s Third Attempt 
at Homicide in West Vir- 
ginia “Pen.” 





REVENGE THE MOTIVE 





Had Stolen Scissors From 
Tailor Shop; Drove Them 
Into Victim’s Back. 





MOUNDSVILLB, W. Va., July 14— 
The fourth homicide in the State Peni- 
tentiary in four years occurred this 
week, when a convict in for life killed 
his cellmate. 

Without the slightest provocation Os- 
car Phipps sprang at Bill Banks from 
behind and drove a scissor blade into 
the latter under the left shoulder up 
to. the handle. Phipps immediately 
pulled the weapon from the wound and 
threw it on the floor. Banks died in 
a couple of minutes, life being extinct 
before the prison physician reached his 
side. 

Apparently satisfied that he had killed 
his man, Phipps, like the fiend that he 
is, stood coolly by until an officer came 
up, and took him to his cell. 


Had a Grudge. 

The murder occurred in the prison 
pharmacy, and Phipps’ motive was 
purely one of revenge. On the 2d day 
of last February Phipps made a mur- 
derous assault on Banks while they 
were in line. Banks, is much the 
larger and of powerft! physique, on 
this occasion knocked his assailant down 
and kicked him several times. At the 
Police Court investigation Banks was 
exonerated and Phipps was sentenced 
to undergo severe corporal punishment, 
it being his third or fourth attempt at 
murder during his six years’ confine- 
ment. Phipps made the threat in Po- 
lice Court at.the time that he would 
kill Banks. : 

Phipps, after his assault, was kept 
in solitary confinement until a few 
weeks ago, when he underwent an op- 
eration for a fracture of the skull, a 
wound he had received rrevious to 
coming to the Penitentiary. After the 
operation he was allowed to loaf about 
the yard and in the halls. On Sunday 
Banks, who was suffering with rheu- 
matism, went to the drug department 
to have his medicine changed as 4di- 
rected by his physician. Phipps, like 
a cat after its prey, followed him: into 
the pharmacy. Banks received his medi- 
cine and had turned to leave the room 
when Phipps struck him frorh behind. 

Other Vicious Attacks. 

Phipps is one of the most vicious con- 
victs who ever served time in the West 
Virginia Penitentiary. On April’ 4, 1906, 
he made an assault on Luther Redman, 
another convict, with a knife and came 
near killing him. He made a similar 
murderous assault on Press Collins, also 
a convict, Feb. 7, 1907, and the two as- 
saults on Banks as already mentioned. 

The fact that the handle of the scis- 
sor blade was carefully wrapped with 
cloth is evidence that Phipps had pre- 
pared in advance to kill Banks at the 
first opportunity. He had evidently stol- 
en a pair of scissors from the tallor 
shop previous to the first assault on 
Banks and kept the weapon secreted in 
his cell. 

Phipps was a life-termer from Cabell 
County, being convicted in the Crim- 
inal Court of that county in 1902 of mur- 
der in the first degree. He ran down a 
man on the streets of Huntington and 
cut him into ribbons. He was received 
at the Penitentiary Aug. 1, 1902, and is

“Tf Bryan is defeated this time the 
Democratic party will nominate John 
Mitchell for President in 1912,’ 

This was the word, brought to St. 
Louls by D. H. Riddle, who was chair- 
man of the Alabama delegation at the 
Denver convention. 

“Bryan will never run again if he is 
defeated this time,’’ said hiddle. “‘He 
will give way to Mitchell. Next to 
Bryan, John Mitchell is head and shoul- 
ders above anybody else in the party. 
And there is not so much cnoice be- 
tween the two men, either. ve 

“J went to the convention prepared 
to’ nominate Mitchell for the vice-pres- 
idency. 
2 Mitchell to Succeed Bryan, 

“For two days a majority of the dele- 
gates to the convention pleaded with 
him to permit his name t» be put for- 
ward. Some of them had tears in their 
eyes. They said that with Mitchell on 
the ticket we could carry Massachu- 
péetts, even. But Mitchell said: 

“No, I cannot run: I know that the

could add nothing to the strength of 
the ticket so fap as they are _ con- 
cerned, because every man that would 
vote for me would vote for Bryan any- 
way. My presence on the ticket might 
cause some who are oppored to labor 
to vote against it... can do better serv- 
icp to my men and to my party by 
rémaining in private life at this time. 

“It was a great disappointment to 
us. With the possible exception of 
Bryan, I regard Mitchell as the big- 
gest man I ever saw. 

Mitchell Firmly Declines, 

"I think it is pretty well agreed among 
Bryan's followers that Mitchell is the 
man upon whom the mantle of Bryan 
will fall. Nothing can stop him in 1912 
if the Republicans win this time.”’ 

As chairman of the Alabama delega- 
tion Riddle had the first word on the roll 
call. He says that if he had been per- 
mitted to name Mitchell for the vice- 
presidency there would have been a 
demonstration almost as great as when 
Bryan's name was mentioned. 

Riddle’s home is at Goodwater, Ala. 
He is attorney for the Central of Geor- 
gia railroad.

MORE EVIDENCE 
AS TO IDENTITY 
‘OF MURDERESS 


Nurse With Her at Death Says 
Mysterious Prisoner Was 
Lady Elliott. 





Reticent on Some Points, but 
Talked Freely of Early 
Life in Canada.

NEW YORK, July 20.—The romantic, 
tragic story of the life and death of 
Lady Charlotte Wood-Elliott, known 
also as Henrietta Robinson, ‘‘the veiled 
murderess,’’ as related in the Post-Dis- 


50 years one of the greatest and most 
fascinating of international mysteries. 
That the wife of Sig William Francis 
Augustus Elliott, eighth Baronet of 
Stobs, famous Scottish landowner and 
relative of Lord Minto, should lie in an 
unmarked and forgotten grave at Mat- 
teawan, N. Y., is not surprising when 
it is known that for 50 years the Elliott 
clan and the Woods family have used 
every possible means to give the im- 
pression that. Henrietta Robinson, ‘‘the 
veiled murderess’’ of Troy, was an en- 
tirel¥ different person from Lady Char- 
lotte W#6d-Elliott. 

New and more interesting evidence 
was obtained from Mrs. Agnanda Hess, 
the matron of the asylum, who for 15 
years was the nurse and companion of 
Henrietta Robinson and who was with 
her up to the very moment when ‘‘the 
veiled murderess’’ died on the night of 
May 14, 19065. 


Promised to Tell Secret. 

Mrs. Hess sat in the reception room 
at Matteawan and with folded hands 
quietly and modestly told me her story. 

“There was never any question in my 
mind as to the identity of Henrietta 
Robinson,”’ she said. ‘‘During the long 
years that I attended her she showed 
by her every look, action agd word that 
she was a woman of refinemént. On 
several occasions before her death she 
said she would tell me the secret of her 
Jife, but the end came before she could 
fulfil her promise. She grew emaciated 
toward the last, having suffered ter- 
ribly from rhe@umatism, and her snow- 
white hair grew so thin she was almost 
bald. 

‘“‘As you know, Mrs. Robinson was sent 
to Sing Sing in 1855 and in 1872 was 
transferred to Auburn Prison. She 
often played the organ while in prison 
and gave other evidence of a “nusical 
elucation. She had a good singing voice, 
which showed evidence of early cultiva- 
tion. 

“While she was in Auburn shé Was 
twice yisited by her brother, W. F. 
Wood of Ottawa, and was in receipt of 
money at various times that came to 
her in sums of $50. There is no doubt 
that the money came from the Wood 
family. 

“She was an omniverous reader of the 
newspapers, and invariably turned first 
to the cable news and took great inter- 
est in the movements of the British no- 
bility. Although she never referred to 
her daughter, she often spoke of her 
son, who, she said, carried a title and 
was a well-known officer in the British 
army. She refused to tell his name. 

“She often told me of her childhood 
days and her school days at the Emma 
Willard School in Troy. In spéaking of 
her family life she often mentioned her 
elder sister, Georgiana, and her younger 
sister, Maria. 


Courted by Russell Sage. 

“Once, in confidence, she told me that 
Rusell Sage knew more about her than 
anyone else. When she was at Emma 
Willard's school, Russell Sage was a 
young man in society in Troy and, ac- 
cording to Henrietta’s story, Mr. Sage 
paid her marked attention and even 
wanted to marry her. 
*“‘Henrietta, Was a model patient. She 
was very industrious, too, before 
rheumatism crippled her. She made the 
most beautiful laces and I have pre- 
served several pieces of her work as re- 
markable examples of lacemaking. 
“She occasionally referred to John C. 
Mather, the Albany man for whom she 
made such sacrifices, speaking of him 
generally as ‘John.’ She often asked 
if I knew where ‘John’ was living and 
whom he had married.” 
The statement regarding Russell Sage 
being one of her admirers while she 
was a school girl in Troy is found by 
investigation to bear every evidence of 
fact. Young Sage at the age of 1th 
went to Troy from his home in Verona, 
Oneida County, and got employment as 
an errand boy in his brother’s grocery 
store. In 1837 he embarked in business 
for himself as a retail grocer in Troy, 
and in 1847 he was elected an alderman.
